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Trade Topics, 
Couching Roll. 


The cut illustrates an improvement in couch- 
ing rolls particularly intended for use on cylin- 
der machines. It is an elastic roll, consisting of 
a central cylinder, A, spirally wound with a 
rubber covering, B, having a flat back, C, and 
spring posts, D, attached to its inner surface. 
The purpose is to provide a roll having a surface 
of great elasticity, but avoiding the longitudi- 
nal seam where the elastic covering is joined 
together. The body of the roll may be made of 
wood or any other fit material, turned to any 
required length or diameter. The rubber cover- 
ing is cut tapering at the ends, so as to make a 
square end on the roll. This covering, when 
wound, is intended to form an even and true 
surface, and the posts, which are cast in the 
same piece, are placed at distances apart suffi- 
cient to support the back and at the same time 
act as compressible springs to permit it to yield 
when necessary. These posts rest directly on 
the surface of the wooden body or core of the 


roll thus formed.

Reduction of Wood by Solutions of 
Sulphurous Acid. 


The description of the Francke process for the 
manufacture of chemical fibre which lately ap- 
peared in THz JOURNAL has attracted so much 
attention that a review of different processes 
of separating woody fibre by means of sulphurous 
acid, for the purpose of rendering them fit for 
conversion into paper pulp will be of interest. 

Francke’s process, as described, is carried out 


by causing the vapors 
of sulphurous produced by burning sulphur 
or roasting or calcining sulphides, such as iron 
pyrites, to pass up a tower packed with lime 
stone kept moist by a flow of water. The ma- 
terial is boiled in the solution under pressure. 

Francke’s process in chronological order is sub- 
sequent to that of M. Lioud, a French paper 
maker, who took out a patent in France in 1877, 
but permitted it to lapse. 

Lioud’s treatment of wood consisted in utiliz- 
ing the disintegrating chemical action of solu- 
tions of sulphurous acid, either alone or more or 
less combined with different bases. The opera- 
tion consisted in digesting woody material in 
these solutions at a temperature more or less 
elevated and prolonged, whereby a product was 
secured sufficiently disintegrated to felt in a 
suitable manner, after mechanical treatment, 
for the manufacture of card-boards or paper. 

Two other processes—those of Eckmann and 
Mitscherlich—calling into action a solution of 
sulphurous acid, contest the ground with the 
Francke process. 

Mitscherlich claims to antedate Francke and 
acrimonious dispute has arisen concerning the 
rival processes. Mitscherlich’s is in practical 
operation and has its friends and opponents. 
It has been freely condemned and yet it has been 
said to produce excellent results. Its exact 
methods are said to be secret and only accessible 
to those who buy the right to use it. It is, ina 
general way described as follows : 

The process consists essentially in the action 
of bisulphite of lime, or sulphite of lime, in a 
solution of sulphurous acid upon vegetable sub- 
stances previously digested by steam, for exam- 
ple: wood, at a temperature above the point of 
the ebullition of water. 

The solution of bisulphite of lime is obtained 
by causing a current of water flowing from the 
top to the bottom of a tower, and a current of 
sulphurous acid gas in the reverse direction 
to pass simultaneously through carbonate of 
lime, reduced to pieces of medium size, placed 
in the tower. 

The sulphurous acid is produced partly by the 
burning of sulphur, or sulphides, and partly by 
the evaporation of a solution obtained as herein- 
after described. In the same manner, other 
sulphurous salts, such as sulphite of soda, can, 
under certain conditions, be equally utilized for 
this process. 

The wood with the bark taken off is cut by a 
saw into pieces of suitable length, either with or 
without the knots, and placed in an iron boiler 
covered with cement and lead, furnished with 
heating tubes, and the necessary apparatus for 
the entrance and exit of liquids and vapors. 
The wood is first submitted to the action of steam, 
and then boiled in the solution of bisulphite of 
lime, ashorter or longer time, according to its 
state of division, for at least eight hours, ate 
temperature of 180 degrees. During this process 
the compounds which are not cellulose are dis- 
solved in the solution, the latter remaining as a 


The contents of the boiler are 
then submitted to evaporation as long as the va-

which the cellulose remains is then drawn off, 
It contains besides the salts of lime, plaster, &c.. 


tannin, gummy matters, acetic acid, and a little 
sulphurous acid. Up to the present time it has 


chiefly been employed as follows : 
(a) As a material for tanning skins. 
(}) For the manufacture of gum. 
(c) For producing vinegar. 

(a) The solution may, without any other prep- 
aration, except concentration, unless employed 
where it is produced, be used for tanning, be- 
cause the bi-products, other than tannin, which 
it contains, have no damaging effect in tan- 
ning. The tannin may likewise be precipitated 
by lime, and separated after a given time from 
the dried precipitate by 
means of an acid. 

The small quantity of 
sulphurous acid contained 
in the solution is said to 
expedite the tanning pro- 
cess and increase the solu- 
bility of the bi-products in 
the solution. The tanning 
matters of the solution, 
when it is employed as it 
is produced, retain the 
properties of the bark of 
the wood from which they 
are derived. If, for ex- 
ample, the wood is pine, 
the natural color of the 
skins will be as little changed as if the bark 
itself were used, but the coloring action is 
modified in certain cases when the solution has 
been treated by lime and acid as previously de- 
scribed. 

(6) For the manufacture of gummy products 
the solution is simply evaporated, the sulphate 
of lime crystallized and separated by decanta- 
tion. The residue of a brown color, very 
deliquescent, replaces in many cases gum ara- 
bic. 

The residue dried in the same manner as the 
concentrated solution can be kept indefinitely 
without any trace of decomposition or moldi- 
ness. For some purposes it is desirable to pre- 
cipitate the lime by sulphuric acid, and to sepa- 
rate the sulphurous acid disengaged by evapora- 
tion, or to convert it into sulphuric acid by the 
addition of an alkaline chloride. For other 
purposes it is necessary before using the gum to 
eliminate the tannin. 

(ce) The acetic acid is obtained by condensing 
the vapors which are disengaged during concen- 
tration. Alcohol may be obtained by the fer- 
mentation of a portion of the solution. 


The insoluble portion which remains in the 
boiler is the cellulose, with a part of the knots 
of the wood, the condition of which is but little 
altered on account of their density, and which 
may then be readily separated by mechanical 
means. The cellulose, nearly white, is said to be 
obtained by this process in much larger quan- 
tity than hitherto. Thus, for example, pine 
wood, air-dried, will yield 66 per cent. of 
cellulose. This is fit to be employed direct, or 
after having been bleached, for the manufac- 
ture of paper, and even for the production of 
tissues. 


The advantages of this process are that it re- 
quires a less minute division of the wood, a 
temperature and a pressure so low that the 
boiler is not affected, and the avoidance of all 
chance of explosion. The preliminary digest- 
ing in steam materially facilitates the reaction 
of the bisulphite of lime on the wood. The 
yield of cellulose is said to be greater. 

This process has evidently for its principal ob- 
ject the manufacture of paper pulp. The asser- 
tion that the yield of cellulose from air-dried 
pine should be more than 66 per cent. is specially 
to be noted. If Mitscherlich’s process secures 
66 per cent., it is possible that the pulp obtained 
is not pure cellulose, but contains a large pro- 
portion of the incrusting compounds of the 
wood, transformed and bleached. It is claimed 
‘that with this process the unbleached pulp may 
be converted into white paper without any other 
preparation than thorough washing in clear 
water. To avoid any accident when sizing, it is 
desirable to add before doing so a smal! quantity 
of bisulphite of lime. This compound, which 
constitutes, according to the previous descrip- 
tion, the basis of the manufacture, can be de- 
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pors escape, and they are conducted into the 
tower containing the carbonate of lime still 
bearing the smell of sulphurous acid. These va- 
pors may also be conducted into a reservoir con- 
taining water and pure slacked lime, and thus 
may be obtained a concentrated solution of bi- 
sulphite of lime, the use of which is extending 
more and more for preventing the fermentation 
of acetic acid and other non-fermentable com- 


livered from the manufactory in solution, in 
carboys or petroleum casks. 

In case a whiter pulp is wanted it can be ob- 
tained by treating with chloride of lime, It is 
recommended when doing this, for economical 
reasons, to add a small quantity of milk of lime. 
The reason for doing this is not explained. 

The similarity of the Mitscherlich and Francke 
processes will be understood. 

The Eckmann process consists in digesting 
wood under pressure in a solution of sulphurous 
acid and magnesia. Potash and carbonate of 
soda may also be employed, but Mr. Eckmann 
prefers magnesia, as being more advantageous 
and possessing chemical properties which render 
it peculiarly suitable for this process. It is, 
therefore, upon the hypothesis of the employ- 
ment of magnesia and the wood of white pine 
of good quality and fine grain that the follow- 
ing description is based. 

The wood, deprived of its bark and its knots 
removed, is cut into pieces 15 to 20 millimetres 
in length, and crushed between two rollers so 
that the solution may readily penetrate it; this 
preparation, however, may be otherwise effect- 
ed. White pine, and the other woods of this 
species, are particularly suited to be treated by 
this process ; they yield long, strong and very 
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pure fibres, resembling those of hemp. This 
species of wood is very abundant in all coun- 
tries, and generally cheap. The suitability of 
other woods for this purpose depends chiefly on 
the length and quality of their fibres, and upon 
the greater or less facility with which their in- 
crusting compounds are dissolved. The choice 
of wood, therefore, is determined by the purpose 
for which the pulp is to be employed. 

It is desirable in general to avoid employing 
very resinous woods, on account of the difficulty 
of sufficiently dissolving the various incrusting 
compounds in order to produce good cellulose. 
The wood is sorted with more or less care, ac- 
cording to the pulp which it is desired to pro- 
duce; when a superior quality of pulp is desired 
all resinous pieces, also those which are hard or 
decayed, are rejected. 

The wood thus selected is sorted as required, 
and filled into a boiler with a double jacket, 
lined in its interior with lead, and so arranged 
as to turn on its trunnions to facilitate charging 
and discharging. This boiler may be a vertical 
cylinder 4 feet in diameter by 14 feet high. The 
boiler is filled with wood to two-thirds its height, 
and the solution should cover the contents, so 
that during the whole period of the operation 
the contents should be always covered, still 
leaving sufficient space for steam. A leaden 
plate pierced with holes prevents any rising of 
the materials. The cover is then secured by a 
steam-tight joint. The boiler is also furnished 
with a valve or stop-cock to be regulated by the 
hand. 


In preparing the solution it is desirable to 
have it contain about two equivalents of sul- 
phurous acid for one equivalent of magnesia, or 
approximatively in the proportions necessary to 
constitute a double sulphite, or the salt known 
as bisulphite of magnesia. The solution then 
contains very nearly 1.4 per 100 of magnesia, 
and 4.4 per 100 of sulphurous acid. 

The steam is at first introduced into the jacket 
at a pressure of 10 to 15 pounds to the square 
inch. As soon as the pressure in the interior of 
the boiler attains 5 pounds per inch, the stop- 
cock is slightly opened to permit of the escape of 
asmall quantity of gas and steam. The pressure 
in the jacket is increased gradually as the pres- 
sure in the interior boiler increases, and it is 
recommended that the excess pressure in the 
first shall not exceed that in the second more 
than 30 pounds per square inch. As the pres- 
sure in the inner boiler increases, the escape of 
gas and steam should also be increased, to avoid 
either burning or discoloration of the wood. In 
a boiler of the dimensions described the oper- 
ation should be conducted in such a manner that 
the pressure in the ley vessel reaches 25 pounds in 
two hours, and that it increases 20 pounds per 
hour during the two succeeding hours, 15 pounds 
during the next hour, and 10 pounds per hour 
during the following two hours. When the 


pressure reaches 85 to 90 pounds, this is kept up 
a further three hours, when the operation is 
finished, this being proved by a peculiar smell 
given off by the gases which are allowed to es- 
cape through the blow-off cock. In the event 
of the wood becoming charred or discolored, 
which is indicated either by the characteristic 
odor of the gases allowed to escape or by the 
color of the ley, the further admission of steam 
is arrested, the boiler is emptied, and the wool 
is washed. When no burning of the wood is in- 
dicated it may be allowed to remain some time 
longer after the admission of steam to the jacket 
has been stopped, the boiler is then emptied and 
the wood drained. The resulting pulp is beaten 
and washed as usual, and the ley may be treated 
to recover the chemical agents that have been 
employed. 

When it is desired to produce a pulp of lower 
quality, by abstracting a less quantity of com- 
bined compounds, a ley less concentrated is em- 
ployed at a lower pressure. The proportions of 
the elements of the ley may be varied, noting, 
however, that the solution of the incrusting 
compounds will be less complete the more basic 
the ley, and the production of the pulp much 
more readily attained the more acid the ley. 

It has been remarked that the pressure should 
not exceed 85 to 90 ibs. 
per inch, because within 
these limits good results 
are attained, and a higher 
pressure would not be de- 
sirable in an economical 
point of view ; these limits, 
however, are not absolute, 
as good pulp has been ob- 
tained when the pressure 
has been carried to 110 lbs,, 
or even higher—S atmos- 
pheres or more. ; 

The pulp produced is 
said to be suitable for or- 
dinary printing papers, 
and when treated by cblo- 
ride of lime, for papers of finer quality. The 
ley, which is of an amber color, contains a large 
quantity of gums resembling dextrine, and some 
other soluble substances, susceptible of being 
more or less utilized. When the separation of 
the compounds incrusting the cellulose is less 
complete, the pulp is suitable for papers of in- 
ferior quality, for carton, and for papier- 
maché, 

The process is readily employed for other 
woods besides white pine, with suitable modifi- 
cations. The quality of the pulp will always 
depend within the limits stated upon the suitabil- 
ity of the wood employed for the manufacture. 
Thus, very resinous wood, although its fibre may 
be very good, is only suitable for inferior papers, 
on account of the difficulty of abstracting the 
incrusting compounds, 

The peculiarity of this process for the manu- 
facture of pulp consists in a consideration of 
the advantages it possesses over the customary 
process with caustic soda. Instead of soda, 
materials are employed which have much less 
action upon the fibres, besides which they cost 
much less, especially when magnesia is em- 
ployed. 

By the soda treatment, the separation of the 
incrusting compounds from the fibres depends 
upon the former becoming soluble by oxi- 
dation ; but the cellulose is also at the same time 
inevitably oxidized, the fibre thus loses its 
strength, and the yield of pulp is also less. When 
the new process is judiciously conducted, it is 
claimed that no oxidation of the fibres can be 
produced, and the incrusting compounds are ob- 
tained in the condition of gums, which have a 
commercial value, instead of being of no value 
like those resulting from the soda process. An- 
other advantage derived is that the treatment 
of wood by the bisulphite of magnesia only re- 
quires half the pressure necessary by the soda 
process. A third advantage is that the pulp 
produced by this system is sufficiently white, 
and can be employed, without other chemical 
treatment, for ordinary white papers, and af- 
fords, without any addition of other fibres, a 
good and firm paper. If the pulp is bleached 
by means of chloride of lime, it may be used for 
all fine papers, 

The pulp in its conversion into paper is said 
to show physical and chemical! properties anala- 
gous to those of hemp; it is, therefore, suitable 
for similar purposes. A fourth advantage re- 
sults from the leys, after the boiling, containing 
@ gummy substance, which at low cost may be 
converted into a substitute for dextrine; a por- 
tion also of the materials employed for the ley 
may be regenerated. A still greater advantage 
is, that the process has no influence either on 
animal life or vegetation, while such is not the 
case with the process employing soda. Finally, 
the cellulose is of excellent quality, and can be 
produced at a comparatively low cost. 
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Paper Rails for Railways. 


A Milwaukee dispatch reports that an official 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul says 
that it is probable that paper rails will soon be 
given a trial on that road, in comparison with 
iron and steel. It is said in favor of the new 
material that the cost per mile will be less by 
one-third than that of steel, and that it will last 
much longer, being almost indestructible. There 
is no expansion or contraction from heat or cold, 
and there are no loose or open joints. Being 
lighter than iron or steel, the rails can be made 
much longer and the connections firmer, thus 
insuring an even and smooth road-bed. The 
official also said that much heavier trains could 
be hauled over a track made of this class of ma- 
terial, the adhesion of the drivers of the engine 
being greater than to steel, Consequently an 
engine of the same weight and cylinder surface 
can do a greater amount of work without a cor- 
responding increase in the cost of fuel. The 
smoothness of the rail, it is also claimed, will 
decrease materially the wear and tear on rolling 
stock. The rails are made wholly of pressed 
paper pulp, and are so solid that the sharpest ax 
will not make the slightest impression, and the 


atmosphere has no effect on them.

Water War. 


There has been a contest over certain mill 
privileges in New Hampshire of which the Bris- 
tol Enterprise gives the following account : 

An event that has caused no little excitement 
in town has been a contest between the New 
Hampshire Pulp and Paper Company and the 
owners of the mill privileges on the south side of 
Newfound River. The New Hampshire Pulp 
the tannery building formerly owned by War- 
ren White, claims certain rights to the water 
which are not conceded by the owners of the mill 
privileges on the south side of the river. Some 
months ago suits were brought against T. T. 
Drake, and A. M. Draper & Co., for damages 
for using more water than they were entitled to. 
J. H. Hayden, general manager of the Pulp and 
Paper Company, went with some of his workmen 
and removed a portion of the planking from 
the dam just below the bridge. The result 
was that the wheels in A. M. Draper & Co.'s 
building, T. T. Drake’s saw-mill, B. L. Wells’ 
planing mill, Crosby & Co.’s factory, and 
Boardman & Haynes’ shop refused to turn and 
about forty hands were partially at least out of 
employment. On the ensuing day the aperture 
in the dam was enlarged, and while this was 
being done clubs flew from the window of B. L. 
Wells’ shop, and one of the workmen was in- 
jured on the foot. A few days later a force of 
men from the south side proceeded to close up 
the aperture, but had hardly got to work when 
clubs in the shape of stove-wood flew thick and 
fast from the basement of G. G. Brown’s stable. 
Policemen J. W. Wells, John R. Connor and G. 
W. Miller attempted to.stop this assault, but 
finding their force insufficient, Policeman Wells 
called on the rapidly gathering crowd for as- 
sistance and after a brisk skirmish the assail- 
ants withdrew. None of the attacked party 
were seriously hurt though some received a few 
bruises. The work went on, and the aperture 
was finally closed. Thus matters rested until 
Mr. Hayden notified the police that he should 
remove the planking and they must protect 
them. It seems, however, that a temporary ar- 
rangement has been made, whereby the water 
continues to flow as usual, It is to be hoped 
that the difficulty may be settled amicably. 
Latest information is to the effect that an agree- 
ment has been effected between the parties 
interested. A. M. Draper & Co. are to restrict 
themselves to 200 cubic inches of water and T. 
T. Drake to 136 ; this amount to be determined 
by a hydraulic engineer, and all suits to be 
withdrawn.

Valuable Salt Discovery. 


J.D. Wing, of Wing & Evans, New York, 
who represent a large English syndicate, went 
to Warsaw Centre, in the new salt fields of 
Western New York, on Saturday last, accom- 
panied by Professor Haverstraw. His object 
was to investigate the value of the field for 
establishing works for manufacturing caustic 
soda. The brine pumped from the salt deposit 
underlying Warsaw is said to have proved of 
the strength and quality desirable for manufac- 
turing soda-ash. Fifty acres of valuable land 
in developed territory were thereupon purchased 
by Mr. Wing. He will submit this field to the 
English capitalists he represents for their ap- 
proval, after which the building of works of the 
most extensive kind will be begun and will re- 
quire a year’s time to complete. The company, 
it is stated, will have a capital of $2,000,000, and 
employ about 1,000 men.

Notes from the Capitol. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Wasuinerton, February 16, 1883. 

The schedules contained in the two tariff bills 
now under consideration, upon which the most 
sensitive interest is felt and expressed, are those 
which include metals, wool and woolens, cotton 
and cotton goods, and books, papers, &c. 

While the latter does not, perhaps, quite equal 
the others in magnitude, the recent action of the 
Senate in placing books upon the free list, was 
the provocation for such prolonged and pointed 
comments as to indicate the extensiveness of 
the prevalent disapprobation. By a general ex- 
pression of popular disapproval, the Senate was 
promptly advised that by its action the book 
trade would be embarrassed and crippled. It 
was admitted in the popular comments, that if 
the Senate action was sustained the effect would 
be to drive the American publisher from the 
market, and much surprise was expressed that 
Congress should be disposed to favor any class 
of English manufactures, on the plea that the 
“development of intelligence” in this country 
would be promoted by “removing the tax from 
knowledge,” and favoring our British com- 
petitors. 

It was on the motion of Mr. Ingalls that an 
amendment was adopted placing books and pam- 
phlets and all printed matter not specially enu- 
merated, on the free list, and Mr. Bayard, ina 
subsequent explanation, declared that he had 
voted for it under a sincere desire and strong 
impulse that there should be absolute freedom in 
the acquisition of knowledge. Later the Senator 
from Delaware discovered that the condition of 
our laws, and what he termed the ‘*‘ unfortunate 
and vicious circle of tariff taxation,” justified 
him in an attempt to modify the amendment for 
which he had voted. He had discovered that 
there were two sides to the question of book pub- 
lication—the intellectual side and the mechanical 
side. The avenues of the public to intellectual 
benefits must be through the mechanism of the 
printer, the type-founder, the bookbinder, and 
the ink and paper maker. All of these trades 
were subjected to heavy duties; therefore he 
was disposed to amend the amendment and to 
vote that the tariff duty of fifteen per cent. 
ad valorem shall be restored upon books printed 
in toe English language ; and he was afraid that 
the effect of admitting them free, as provided by 
Mr. Ingalls’ amendment, if not qualified, would 
be to transfer a great deal of our present busi- 
ness of publication and its attendant industries 
to other lands. 

There was a great deal of discussion upon this 
single point, and Mr. Morrill made a persistent 
effort to have the duty placed at 20 per cent., 
contending that the American publisher could 
not get along with less, and that it ought to be 
25. Mr. Bayard’s motion finally prevailed, and 
the Senate bill, as it now stands, provides a pro- 
tection of 15 per cent. on books, pamphlets, &e. 
The great bugbear of ‘“‘ taxing knowledge” has 
been, still is, and ever will be the hobby of the 
free-trade advocates. In discussing the applica- 
tion of the protective principle to paper, type- 
metal, and those articles which are consumed in 
their manufacture, there is an indulgence in 
sentimental impracticability that is not applied 
to any of the commodities included in the 
enumeration of items subject to protective dis- 
crimination. When it comes to paper, types, 
books, and inks, there is a prevalence of senten- 
tious palaver that is designed to impress the 
people who favor and value the unrestricted 
acquirement of knowledge, with the belief that 
there is a combination of power that would 
obstruct intellectual progress. 

This subject never has been, is not to day, nor 
have we any encouragement to believe that in 
the future it will be viewed in a business light. 
Statesmen—not even Mr. Bayard—never make 
it clear why Congress should favor any class of 
English manufacturers, on the pretext that 
intellectual development will be promoted by 
giving them an advantage over our people at 
home. ‘The subject should be treated in a busi- 
ness-like manner, the same as pig-iron, cotton 
ties, steel and every other industry with which 
we are compelled to compete. 

The action of Congress thus far exhibits the 
peril in which the book and paper interests are 
placed, Without an effort Mr. Ingalls succeeds 
in placing books upon the free list. From the 
people of Kansas he expected and would prob- 
ably receive commendation ; for it is to be in- 
ferred that they would, without reflection or in- 
telligent appreciation, concede that their sena- 
tor had done that which would make knowledge 
as free as air and light, forgetting that no coun- 
try on earth is so liberally and cheaply sup- 
plied with the books which are essential to edu- 
cation in the schools and colleges by reason of 
protective discrimination. 

It is not impossible that some indifference is 
felt by those who realize the necessity of judi- 
cious legislation in reference to paper, books 
and those articles which are included in the 
production of the finished article, because of 
the apparent impossibility of passing a tariff 
bill at the present session. While it is to be ad- 
mitted that the indications are very strongly 
against legislation of this description, it. cannot 
be assumed with certainty that a bill will rot 
pass. 

There is something to be said, however, even 
in the event of failure against a subsidence of 
interest in what is now going forward. It is 
not in the least to be expected that the Senate 
bill will pass both houses. At the caucus of Re- 
publican Senators held on Wednesday, the ques- 
tion of abandoning the tariff bill was seriously 
considered. It is not a legitimate production, 
and that fact is realized in the Senate, and will 
be productive of antagonism in the House. 
There is such a demand for tariff revision—it is 
so essential to the general good, and so impor- 
tant as a party necessity, that the House bill 
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pressure. While this is not probable, it still | thinks that the present soda process will rely 


is incumbent upon all who are interested in 
the various schedules, to follow closely the 
progress of the House. Suddenly, without 
notice, without an effort, books were put on the 
free list in the Senate. A day’s debate was con- 
sumed in restoring a 15 per cent. protection, and 
even this is utterly inadequate. What may 
befal this schedule in the House I cannot pre- 
mise, but if the bill fails to pass, the condition 
in which it may be left is of the greatest impor- 
tance. The ensuing House will be Democratic. 
Its tariff legislation will be based upon its 
inheritance from the present Congress. If the 
Ways and Means Committee that is to come, 
with Randolph Tucker or Carlisle for its chair- 
man, takes up the work where this session leaves 
it, there will be no increase to the reductions 
which may be made during the next eighteen 
days. Whether the bill passes or not, it is im- 
portant that there should be no reductions in 
the schedules as they now exist. F.

Holyoke Notes. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 


Ho.yoxg, Mass., February 15, 1883. 

Business is progressing without much change 
since my last letter, but news is pretty scarce. 
William May, a small paper manufacturer, of 
Lee, in Berkshire county, has filed a petition in 
insolvency, with liabilities of about $20,000. 
His mill employed some twenty hands, and has 
been shut down. The failure will not affect 
business much in this vicinity. 

There will probably be much less enlarging of 
paper mills this summer than the past few years 
have seen. There are indications that the pres- 
ent production of paper is about as much as the 
country needs just now. So, as the risk of 
making paper increases, there will be few ven- 
tures made in building new mills, while the old 
ones will do such service as they can for the 
present without extensive enlargements. Al- 
though this will doubtless be true in general, 
there will be exceptions, and among these will 
be the Winona Paper Company, of this city, 
which has already contracted for important 
additions to its mill. These will be begun as 
soon as the weather permits, and will consist of 
a new engine room, boiler-house, &c. All of 
the Holyoke paper mills are either so new or 
have been putin such thorough repair during 

‘ the past year or two that they will be able to 
turn out a large quantity of paper for some 
time at small expense for repairs. 

The winter is wearing away fast. Weare now 
on the last half of the last month and the winter 
drought which was so greatly feared has 
not affected Holyoke enough to speak of. The 
production of paper here has been steady in 
spite of the low water in other places and of the 
scare over the hard times. Wehad a heavy fall 
of snow on Saturday night and there is now 
such a solid mass of ice and snow on the ground 
that there will be water enough when it melts. 

Working people who have to occasionally get 
to the mills early have some compensations, as 
for instance yesterday morning, when the trees 
in the vicinity of the canals were loaded with 
frost, hanging in some cases nearly as thick as 
their summer foliage. The sight was grand even 
for this vicinity, where frost-storms are not 
rare, and the residents of the hill district who 
did not get down town early, failed to see it. 

Courtesies between rival business men are 
always pleasant and sure to awaken sympathies 
which are in danger of lying dormant in those 
engaged in the same business. So, when Owen 
Harrington, the well-known paper-stock dealer 
from Boston, presented George Nightingale, of 
the National Paper Company, with some extra 
seedling potatoes which he imported from Ire- 
land, the circumstance is worth notice.

British Notes. 


(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. }

’ The past month has been quiet without much 
to alter the calm and stagnant atmosphere of 
business, Trade at the mills keeps fairly brisk, 
so far as orders go, but paper makers grumble 
severely about prices still. There is every reason 
for it, too. Take an ordinary printing of decent 
quality, straw and esparto, say. If we take 
two-thirds straw and one-third esparto, we see 
that we shall require for a ton of paper about 
30 cwt. of straw and one ton of esparto—taking 
the yield at 48 per cent. Well, the cost of 
chemicals for boiling this quantity of material, 
with bleaching powder for same, cannot be less 
than £3. Taking the price of straw at 60s., we 
have £4 10s., and esparto at £7; this gives us a 
total of £14 10s. for the half-stuff alone. To this 
we must add steam and labor. Then comes the 
breaking, beating, and making into paper. 
Finally, the ordinary charges of plant, wear 
and tear, &c. How much change will be left 
out of £26? 

Meanwhile the paper is sold at 3d. less 5 per 
cent., which means 26s, 6d. about. There is no 
rvom to get fat upon this state of affairs. 
Profits now have to be squeezed out of business, 
round corners and odd places. Cheaper mate- 
rials cannot very well be looked for. Chemicals 
are cheap, although there was some excitement 
at Liverpool the day I happened to be there, on 
account of the scarcity of bleaching powder. 
Soda, however, keeps very cheap. I read a 
very able letter by Walter Weldon, on the out- 
look of chemicals, at the Chemical Society, the 
other evening. Mr. Weldon will be well known 





upon bleaching powder mainly and soda as a 
bi-product. Certain schemes are just now in 
course of perfection for saving all the gases of 
combustion produced by burning coal. Among 
these gases ammonia is a prominent matter, and 
furnaces will be constructed specially for burn- 
ing coal, whereby coke will be obtained, and 
the ammonia and other gaseous products col- 
lected and subsequently utilized. 
that this will result in the coke being had at a 
mere trifling cost. In soda manufacture, espe- 
cially caustic soda, coal is a most serious item, 
and if its cost be reduced, soda must be produced 
much more cheaply. At present £8 per ton isa 
low enough price, and paper makers cannot find 
very much to grumble at in this figure. 

What is wanted is not so much a de- 
crease. of price in raw materials. This is the 
wrong end of the stick. A rise in paper is the 
proper thing, When materials go down, con- 
sumers of paper always seem to find it out, and 
demand lower paper in consequence. The paper 
trade just now is very much in the same con- 
dition as our poor friend Micawber. 
tleman waited for some time for “ something to 
turn up,” and it seems we must do the same. 

I spent a few days in Edinburgh, and attended 
the meeting at the London Hotel, convened by 
the Franco-English Tunisian Esparto Company, 
Limited. I also attended the Manchester meet- 
ing. One of the directors (Dr. Mattei) is by this 
time in Tunis organizing business, and I wish 
the company every prosperity. Its objects are 
good, and if the concession is properly handled, 
there should be good results all round. 

Another new flat strainer has come out and 
according to all accounts it isa success. It is the 
joint patentof Messrs. Wrigley and Robertson, 
the latter being the manager to the former. The 
principle of thisstrainer is very simple. J. & R. 
Shorrock, of Darwen, Lancashire, are making 
twenty-four for Messrs. Wrigley’s mills, at 
Bury. 

From all I hear, D. O. Francke, the patentee 
of the chemical wood-pulp system, will be here, 
in town, in a fortnight. I think that there is 
very likely to be some serious litigation over the 
various processes, and already I understand 
that Eckmann has commened proceedings 
against Graham, but, from what I hear, no pat- 
ents for treating wood with acid solutions can 
hold good here. 

The recent doings on your side—i. e., Kendall 
Brothers—have produced a very bad impression 
here, and the whole thing is considered on our 
side a regular swindle. I myself have taken 
very little interest in the matter, for I detest 
bankruptcies and all belonging to them. I con- 
sider every bankrupt either a knave or a fool. 
One of the two he must be. In partnership it is 
different, because one partner can be a thief and 
bolt at the expense of his colleague. 

As several of your paper manufacturers have 
visited Hollingbourne Mill, near Maidstone, 
you may be interested to know that the com- 
pany is in liquidation. Want of capital has 
caused the affair, and at present the mills are 
stopped. Ihear that there will be 20s. in the 
pound for the creditors, and I hope it may be 
true. It is a good mill, and the railway will in 
a year’s time be running close by the doors. But 
paper mill cannot be carried on without plenty 
of funds. 

There is to be another trade exhibition this 
year at the Agricultural Hall, London, in July 
next. If any of your people have anything to 
exhibit they had better apply to Mr. Dale, 43 
Tollington Park, London, N., who will give all 
particulars. 

Markets are dull. Paper stock is very quiet. 
Chemicals are improving, especially bleaching 
powder ; but this is quieter now. W. F. C.

STEPHEN A. TOWER. 

Stephen A. Tower, the well-known manager 
of the Tower Manufacturing Company, died at 
his residence, Montclair, N. J., on February 15, 
of pneumonia, with which he was attacked eight 
days previously. * Mr. Tower was born in Cum- 
mington, Mass., in the year 1824, and was edu- 
cated in the common schools of that town.

Gentlemen of the Stationers’ Board of Trade : 
Again we rejoice in the return of our annual 
reunion, and in welcoming one another around 
the festal board, we greet and welcome our 
| guests and friends and wish them an hour of 
happiness and good cheer. I am indeed sorry 
to interfere with your festivities, and only do so 
at this time, fully impressed with the thought 
that a change of diet as well as position of body 
will add much to your comfort as well as per- 
sonal safety. Having these points in mind, I 
will now invite you to partake of a mental feast, 
and without any extended remarks and omit- 
ting all statistical facts or reminiscences partain- 
ing to our organization, will proceed without de- 
lay to introduce to you the gentlemen of speech. 
We have with us to-night a friend and guest who 
has visited nearly all (if not all) of the countries 
on the globe, and is familiar with the habits and 
industries of their peoples. We warmly wel- 
come him and shall listen with great pleasure to 
his remarks on ‘* The Invention of Paper.” 

Gentlemen, I introduce to you the Rev. Dr. 
Jobn P, Newman, 

Dr. Newman said: Mr. President and Gentle- 
| men—It has been my good fortune to make a 
good many speeches on a good many subjects, 
but I confess to you that I have never been so 
| much perplexed before as to what to say. I 
have attended a good many dinners, but never 
before a dinner on paper (laughter). My good 
friend Little—and by the way, I must keep my 
eye on Little, for he is a member of my congre- 
gation—my good friend Little told me a story 

the other day which I must repeat here, He 
has a friend who owns a skeleton, and is very 
much like a skeleton himself, with emaciated 
form, sunken cheeks and long skinny fingers. 
One day an apple boy entered his office and ex- 
claimed; ‘Want to buy any apples?” ‘I 
don’t want any of your apples; get out of 
here |” returned Little’s friend. The boy in his 
hurry made a mistake and opened the door of 
the skeleton’s closet, when out walked the skele- 
ton and endeavored to embrace him. The boy 
dropped his apples and ran out of the house. 
| Then Little’s friend gathered up the apples, 
' raised a window and stretching out one of his 
long skinny hands at the boy, who stood gazing 
at the building in open-mouthed wonder, cried : 
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‘* Come back here and get your apples. But the 
boy shook his head and answered: ‘‘ No you 
don’t, if you have got your clothes on.” (Great 
laughter.) 

Then turning to his subject Dr. Newman said 
that for 400 hundred years the world has been 
pronouncing a eulogy on the inventor or inven- 


tors of the art of printing and on Gutenberg | 


especially. ‘‘ But I would like to pronounce a 
eulogy on the man who invented paper,” (ap- 
plause). Egypt the mother of the arts and 
sciences, he said, had given paper to the world by 
her papyri, and he referred to the discovery of a 
papyrian manuscript containing the ritual of 
the dead, and bringing to light, he said, some of 
the grandest thoughts in the history and theology 
of that country. He attributed to China the 
honor of inventing the art of converting cotton 
into paper and to the Semitic race in the land of 
the Spaniards—the Christian descendants of the 
Saracens—the art of making paper out of rags. 
The eulogy on the printer he said was just, 
but what would the printer be without the 
paper? Itis the paper that has transmitted to 
us the philosophies, the theologies and the 
arts of other days. It is paper that 
has brought down to us all that is 
beneficent in science, beactiful in poetry, and 
useful in art. ‘I would, therefore,” exclaimed 
the Doctor, ‘like to crown the man who invented 
paper. Whoishe? Whatishe? Were he here 
to-night we would: crown him with immor- 
telles |!” He then went through a rapid enumera- 
tion of the uses of paper, and finished by saying 
‘* The truth is, gentlemen, some of us would not 
have been married men to-night if it had not 
been for paper. We would not have had the 
courage to say to the dear ones what we wrote 
to them on paper. (Laughter and applause.)
